As I write this prior to the ANA Midwinter 
Convention, I am also preparing many recommenda- 
tions for the Board of Governors concerning the ANA 
budget. As announced last August, the ANA is in deficit 
spending for fiscal year 1982-83. Some financial recom- 
mendations made then were not approved by the 
Board — recommendations that I considered critical for 
the good of the Association. 

One of the recommendations made last August was 
to reduce the number of persons on the ANA staff in 
Colorado Springs. The Board did not approve this in 
August, requiring the Personnel Committee to review 
staff requirements first. This committee, chaired by 
Governor Taylor, confirmed that the staff should be 
reduced. The Board delay required that an additional 
five months of salaries be paid while waiting for the 
committee's report. Effective January 21, 1983, ten employees were laid off. Additionally, 
four more employees have left or will be leaving through normal attrition. 

While we continue to seek ways to increase income, each department has imple- 
mented ways to reduce expenditures. We have also reviewed the Convention budget. 
Because the Board did not accept the recommendation made in August that the Mid- 
winter Convention be eliminated, the same recommendation may be made to the Board 
in Tucson. The basic reason for eliminating the Midwinter meeting is the fact that ex- 
penses for these smaller meetings have been more than their income. We are also reducing 
the number of staff attending Conventions, both the Midwinter and Annual. The staff 
recognizes the budget difficulties and is responding positively. The Board of Governors 
will also have to act accordingly, with the key phrase "fiscal responsibility." Any Board 
Member who votes against responsibility should not be on the ANA Board. 

CHINA TRIP 

The Post-Convention trip to Great Britain last August was a great success. For 1983 
we are planning a 19-day trip to China, leaving San Francisco on June 1 1 and returning, 
also to San Francisco, on June 30. 

A full itinerary is planned for the China trip, including several famous and outstanding 
locations. The significant archaeological find of the 1970s — the thousands of life-size 
terra cotta warriors and horses guarding the main entrance to the tomb of Qin Shi 
Huangdo (221-210 BC) — is among the highlighted stops on the China tour. 

The China experience will begin and end in Hong Kong, with stops in Shanghai, Suzhou, 
Wuxi, Nanjing and Beijing. In Beijing we will visit the "Forbidden City," the Tianamen 
Gate and Square, the Temple of Heaven, the Summer Palace, the Ming Tombs and, by 
all means, the Great Wall of China. Additional details about the trip are included in 
this issue of The Numismatist. 

In addition to the China tour, I am looking forward in the more immediate future 
to attending the 23rd Annual Convention of the Numismatists of Wisconsin (NOW), 
scheduled for March 25-27 in Milwaukee; and the 18th Annual Tennessee State 
Numismatic Society Convention in Chattanooga, to be held April 8-10, 1983.

Counterfeit Detection 
Program Suggested 

I would like to see the ANA encourage 
the authentication of key and semi-key 
coins. One way to accomplish this would 
be to offer to authenticate certain coins 
each month at a discount from the regular 
fee. For example, 1916-D dimes could be 
the featured discount coin one month, 
1909-S VDB cents the next, etc. The more 
material like that authenticated the better. 

The ANA could announce ahead of 
time which item(s) would be "featured" 
in a given month, including in the an- 
nouncement the cut-off day for submission 
of a coin to take advantage of the special 
offer. I suggest that the date the coin was 
mailed to the ANA be used to deter- 
mine whether the discount fee would 
apply or not.

Editor's Note: Kenneth Bressett, Director of the 
ANA Certification Service, has indicated that 
he feels Mr. Janssen’s suggestion has great 
merit and that the idea will be put to use im- 
mediately to aid both the ANA Certification 
Service and collectors in the effort to eliminate 
counterfeits from the hobby. 

In this month’s ANA Certification Service 
column, which features Lincoln cents, AN ACS 


offers a special discount rate for certification 
of any 1909-S, 1909-S VDB or 1914-D cent that 
is suspected to be counterfeit. The special ten- 
percent discount will be granted to anyone 
mentioning the AN ACS article. Information 
gained by examining large numbers of these 
pieces will protect both the hobby and unsus- 
pecting buyers by helping to remove counter- 
feit specimens from circulation. 

Grading Article Draws Response 

I am very enthusiastic about the article 
"ANACS Grading Policies Amended" by 
Q. David Bowers (October 1982) and agree 
with his conclusions. 

I am a collector and part-time dealer 
who has bought and sold many coins. I 
have sat at several local and regional 
shows and usually have found that I was 
one of about 10 percent of the dealers who 
would put an honest grade right on the 
2x2s that were displayed. Most of the 
dealers overgrade terribly, and I believe 
the only solution numismatics has for 
survival is to have an unbiased organ- 
ization police this hobby. 

The policy of overgrading is so wide- 
spread that I have had to return coins I 
bought at auction through the mail and 
from organizations that have supposedly 
great reputations for honesty. In fact, my 
results have been so bad in the last year 
that I have adopted the policy that I will 
no longer bid or buy any coin that I can't 
inspect first, unless it carries an ANACS 
certificate. 

Incidentally, I have examined bundles 
of ANACS-graded coins, used their service 
and have personally found very few 
ANACS grades that I disagreed with. 
When I did disagree I found that the 
grading was usually too strict rather than 
too liberal, which is OK by me. 

I neglected to say that I believe numer- 
ical grading to be extremely necessary. I 
know for a fact that most of the dealers 
who advertise extensively would like to 
eliminate it, but what is the alternative? 
What follows is the terminology I have 
seen used extensively in both direct ad- 
vertising and in mail order auctions. I, as 
a person interested in U.S. coins for 30 
years, can't determine the true grade of a 
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coin from it and can imagine the novice's 
problem trying to understand grades such 
as BU slight rub, BU slight cabinet wear, 
Gem BU, Choice BU, Select BU Uncircu- 
lated, virtually Choice BU, Select Choice 
Uncirculated, Select Choice BU, etc., etc. 

I applaud Mr. Bower's article; keep up 
the good work and maybe one day we will 
drive most of the dishonest dealers out of 
the hobby.

Vecturist Credits Atwood 
With Catalog System 

The purpose of this letter is two-fold. 
First to lavish well-deserved praise on 
Charlotte Gale and David Gale for their 
splendid and scholarly research realized 
in their article "The Drugstore Soda 
Fountain" in the January issue. 

But second, I want to indicate an inac- 
curacy in the credits at the beginning of 
their catalog of 19th century soda tokens. 
They refer to their simple numbering 
system as "based on the Fuld system." 
The "Fuld" system should not be called 
the Fuld system at all, but rather the 
Atwood system. The numbering system 
used by Dr. George Fuld in his magnifi- 


cent work on Civil War store cards is the 
system devised by Roland C. Atwood and 
modified by Max M. Schwartz for cata- 
loging transportation tokens. Mr. Atwood 
created this system back in the 1930s, 
before George was even a teenager, and he 
[Fuld] uses the same numbers, city by city, 
that Roland Atwood assigned way back 
then. The same system has since been 
used by all sorts of token catalogers with 
our permission, blessings and encourage- 
ment. And while George neglected to give 
credit to Atwood in his book, I believe it's 
time to set the record straight. If you will 
ask George, he will confirm this. 

I suppose it's a small matter, but the 
American Vecturist Association is kind of 
proud of its cataloging system, which has 
since become so popular in so many 
branches of exonumia. 

I hope that you will have more such 
fine articles as the one on 19th century 
soda tokens.

Resumes Activity 

According to Tim Daven- 
port, editor of the ATTS 
Newsletter, the goal of the 
American Tax Token Soci- 
ety and its quarterly journal 
is ^'to provide numismatists 
with a regular source of 
information on Sales Tax 
Tokens, and to provide a 
means for Sales Tax Token 
collectors to contact one 
another/' 

Organized in 1971 under 
the guidance of San Fran- 
cisco numismatist Jerry 
Schimmel, the American 
Tax Token Society ceased 
functioning more than three 
years ago. Because of 
renewed interest, the 
organization has recently 
begun activities, primarily 
in the form of a new issue 
of ATTS Newsletter. 

Featured in the new issue 
is a listing of prices realized 
during the 1981 sale of the 
Schimmel collection of 
Sales Tax Tokens, and a 
reprint of an article about a 
1921 political token calling 
for the passage of the sales 
tax. A new feature of the 
journal is "The Beginner's 
Page," a regular column 
especially for the beginning 
collector of Sales Tax 
Tokens. 

Sales Tax Tokens, a 
product of the Great 
Depression, were fractional 
currency issues first 
released in 1933 as a 
method of paying the sales 
tax on small purchases. 
During the more than 10 
years they were used, 12 
states and a myriad of 
communities and private 
businesses issued these 
tokens in one form or 
another. Issued in 
denominations ranging from 
one to five mills. Sales Tax 
Tokens were made from a 
variety of compositions, 
including cardboard. 


aluminum, zinc and plastic. 
(A mill is the smallest unit 
of American coinage and is 
equal to y^od.) 

Davenport stated that 
Sales Tax Tokens were 
"essentially state-issued 
coins and should be 
seriously examined by the 
true student of American 
coinage. It's really a shame 
that very few numismatists 
have ever even heard of 
Sales Tax Tokens. For years 



some 12 states issued 
fractional coinage in various 
denominations that 
circulated side by side with 
American cents, nickels, 
dimes, quarters, and 
halves — but for some 
reason. Sales Tax Tokens 
have slipped into a sort of 
obscurity."

Roy Harte Sale 
Yields Spirited Bidding 

A standing-room-only 
crowd was on hand in Los 
Angeles for Bowers and 
Merena Galleries' auction of 
the Roy Harte Collection, 
Part in, on January 25-27, 
1983. At the conclusion of 
the sale, statistics revealed 
that almost 3,000 lots 
crossed the auction block 
and approximately $1 
million was realized. 

Some results include an 
1873-CC IOC piece with 
arrows that sold for $2,420, 
an 1873-CC $1 that was 
hammered down for $5,500, 
an Uncirculated 1860 
transitional half-dime, that 
realized $3,740, and an 
Uncirculated 1885 nickel, 
purchased for $2,420. 

A group of coins formerly 
belonging to President 
Theodore Roosevelt attracted 
wide interest, as exempli- 
fied by a 1907 wire-edge 
MS-63 $10 that sold for 
$14,300 and an MS-65 high 
relief MCMVH $20 piece 
that crossed the block at 
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$19,800. 

In later sessions, an 
Uncirculated 1803 50c piece 
realized $4,510, an Uncir- 
culated 1824 50C specimen 
was purchased for $3,300, 
and an Uncirculated 1894 
dollar went to a mail bidder 
for $4,950. Tokens also 
produced good prices as 
shown by a Kansas Civil 
War specimen that brought 
$1,870 and a newly- 
discoverd copper Harlem 
Railroad token that realized 
$2,585.

Daniel Auction 
Features World Coins 

The highlight of Herbert 
1. Melnick, Inc.'s December 
9 auction of the David J. 
Daniel Collection of world 
coins was a Mexican 
1866-Mo pattern silver peso 
issued by Emperor Maxi- 
milian that sold for $2,000. 
The auction, held at the 
Barbizon Plaza Hotel in 
New York City, consisted 
of almost 800 lots. 

The ancient section 
featured a 2000 B.C. 
promissory note — a 
Babylonian clay tablet 
calling for future payment 
in sheep and goats — that 
produced a winning bid of 
$190. Other ancients 
included a silver didrachm 
struck between 375 and 308 
B.C. by Cyrene (present-day 
Libya) that realized $400 
against its pre-sale estimate 
of $350, and a Judaean 


silver Va - shekels struck 
during the reign of Hadrian 
(132-35 A.D.) that left the 
block at $1,000. 

Two Austrian coins issued 
by Leopold I (1657-1705) 
were auctioned — a double 
taler that sold for $390 and 
a 1704 taler that realized 
$300. The Canadian 
selection included an 
1881-M, 25-cent Uncir- 
culated silver coin, 
estimated to sell for $600, 
that was hammered down 
for $875, and an 1892 
25-cent Uncirculated silver 
piece that realized $725 
against an estimate of $600. 

$200 purchased an 1858- A 
silver 50-centimes Proof 
coin of France; that same 
price also produced a 
winning bid for a Choice 
AU 1910 silver 5-kronen of 
Liechtenstein. A Prussian 
1750- A taler realized $185, a 
1691 crown issued by 
William III of Great Britain 
sold for $725, a third 
century Indian gold double 
stater in VF condition 
crossed the block for $1,200 
against an estimate of $750, 
and an Irish 1943 silver 
florin sold for $1,000. 

Choice Proof was the 
condition of an Israeli 1960 
gold 20-pound issue that 
sold for $375; a 1774 silver 
Vi -rider of West Friesland 
sold for $280, and a 
Peruvian 1828-JM 8-reales in 
Gem Uncirculated condition 
realized $500 against a $375 
estimate.

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Placement of Second 
BEP Facility Postponed 

The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing is investigating 
the possibility of building a 
paper money plant west of 
the Mississippi River, but 
the decision as to whether 
the plant is needed has been 
postponed indefinitely. 
According to Bureau spokes- 
man Ken Kalscheur, nine to 
ten months may pass before 
such a decision is reached. 

As part of the Reagan 
Administration's program of 
decentralizing essential 
government facilities in the 
event of nuclear war or 
national disaster, the second 
BEP facility would initially 
be required to produced 12 
to 15 percent of the nation's 
currency and in time of 
emergency could be called 
upon to produce 40 percent 
of the supply. Eventually, 
the plant would become 
self-sufficient with its own 
engraving staff. 

Government Silver 
Liquidation Limited 

A move restricting the 
sale of government stock- 
piled silver bullion was 
adopted by Congress in the 
final days of the 1982 
session. Introduced by 
Senator James McClure (R- 
Idaho) as a method of 
stimulating the sagging 
silver mining industry in 
his home state, the measure 
sets a limit for government 
sale of not more than 10 
percent of domestic silver 
production of the preceding 
year. 

In 1982, domestic silver 
production dipped to 104.4 
million ounces and, 
according to the new legis- 
lation, the government 
would be prohibited from 
liquidating — in the form of 
bullion coins — more than 
10.4 million ounces from 
the strategic reserve. 
Originally McClure had 
intended the restrictions to 


include all government 
holdings, but later stream- 
lined the bill to cover only 
the larger strategic reserve. 

If two million George 
Washington commemora- 
tive half dollars and fifty 
million Los Angeles 
Olympic silver dollars are 
struck and sold, the 
Treasury's current silver 
supply will be virtually 
depleted.

The secret to the 
identification and historical 
significance of ancient 
coinage lies in the inscrip- 
tions found on such coins.

Coin Inscriptions, pre- 
viously published in 1971, 
1973 and 1977. The new 
edition, retitled The 
Dictionary of Roman Coin 
Inscriptions, has been 
expanded by about 30 
percent, now totalling more 
than 5,000 entries.

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B ronze portraits of the American 
Indian hold an important place in 
the history of the American West, 
for they reflect the changing 
ideals and prejudices, the fears and 
sympathies of the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries. Such 
portraits reveal not only the attitudes 
and cultural values of the artists but 
also the views of the American public. 
The very act of modeling a portrait of 
an Indian man or woman is of critical 
significance, because it acknowledges 
the American Indian as a human being 
rather than a "'noble savage" or "child 
of nature," a stereotype observed in 
American sculpture during much of 
the nineteenth century. 

The first bronze sculpture of an 


Indian, The Choosing of an Arrow, 
modeled in 1849 by Henry Kirke 
Brown (1814-1886), was an idealized 
figure, the first in a succession of 
sculptures depicting native Americans 
of the late nineteenth century. Such 
idealism was typical of the period. 
Public opinion demanded that the 
subject of any work of art be lofty in 
ideals, poetic in feeling and dramatic 
in content. Therefore, the Indian, 
when represented as "nature's noble- 
man," a savage living in an Eden-like 
state in total harmony with both his 
natural environment and the animal 
kingdom, was a perfect subject in 
every way. 

For many years the Indian was 
depicted in sculpture as a species of

western wildlife, a feared aboriginal. 
Prior to the last major Indian battle at 
Wounded Knee in 1891, terrifying 
reports of Indian massacres, especially 
that of Custer's defeat in 1876, made 
the Indian an object of fear and a 
subject of tremendous dramatic 
impact. 

The sculptures of John Quincy 
Adams Ward (1830-1910), Brown's 
pupil, and Beaux-Arts sculptors 
Randolph Rogers (1825-1892), John 
Boyle (1853-1917) and Paul Wayland 
Bartlett (1865-1925) bear titles such as 
The Indian Hunter, The Dying Indian, 
The Savage Age in the West and The 
Stone Age in America. Although the 
men depicted in the sculptures were 
imaginary and dramatized, they were 
neither personifications of heroic 
abstractions nor allegorical myths — 
subject matters that frequently 
intrigued sculptors and the American 


public. The bronzes, however 
stereotyped, were purely American 
subjects. 

The most important landmark in the 
history of bronze Indian portraiture is 
a series of eight relief medallions 
modeled by Olin Levi Warner 
(1844-1896). Cast in 1891, the reliefs 
were the first portraits of living 
American Indians. Warner portrayed 
Indian chiefs and members of their 
families as individuals, not as 
romanticized naked savages. Trained in 
Paris at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 
Warner was among the artists credited 
with bringing the Beaux-Arts style to 
the United States. In 1889 he took a 
two-year excursion through the 
northwestern United States. Although 
Warner traveled at his own expense, he 
enjoyed the cooperation of Edward 
McNeill, general superintendent of the 
Union Pacific Railway, who placed a

railroad car at Warner's disposal. 

Charles Erskine Wood, a successful 
lawyer from Portland, Oregon, and 
former aide de camp to General Oliver 
Otis Howard, accompanied Warner on 
segments of his trip. In an article 
published in Century Magazine in 
1893 describing the eight medallic 
portraits. Wood praised Warner, 
commenting that "the medallions here 
presented of some of the greatest 
Indian chiefs, men who are typical of 
all that was best in the original life of 
this people, will have great 
ethnological, as well as artistic, 
interest, and that the careful modeling 
of their faces by Mr. Olin L. Warner, 
an artist conscientiously realistic in 
his portraiture, yet subtly imaginative 
in his delineation of character, will 
prove a work of national importance."^ 

Wood's article is of exceptional 
interest, for he personally met and 
talked with the Indian leaders not only 


during Warner's portrait sessions but 
also when he acted as General 
Howard's aide de camp. In the latter 
capacity he witnessed many critical 
moments in Indian life, and his 
personal observations, although colored 
by the beliefs of his time, were based 
on first-hand experience. Exemplifying 
the prejudices of his age. Wood hailed 
Warner's portraits as a record of a 
nearly extinct form of wildlife: "A few 
years ago the buffalo stopped the way 
of the Union Pacific trains, but to-day 
it is to be found only as a rarity in 
parks and menageries. The typical 
North American Indian is nearly as 
extinct. Judging from my own 
observation among them, the 
generation which is now passing away 
will be the last which will truly 
exhibit the finer qualities of the 
natural savage."^ 

Wood noted that the subjects 
appeared indifferent to Warner's 
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sculptural likenesses: ''They obliged 
him by posing as an act of courtesy or 
hospitality, but it was evidently a great 
bore, and when they were notified that 
the work was done, they quietly 
walked away without even looking at 
it. . . whether this lack of interest in 
themselves was affected or not, I 
cannot say; but 1 am inclined to think 
it was genuine, for when they were 
asked to inspect the medallions and to 
give an opinion, they did so pleasantly 
and simply."^ 

The willingness of some Indians to 
pose, however, is evidence of their 
sophistication and familiarity with the 
white man's world. In most Indian 
tribes, creating a semblance of the 
human face was taboo, for an image 
created by an artist was thought to rob 
the subject of his soul, steal his 
strength and thus leave him prey to 
evil spirits and possible death. 

W arner's most celebrated medallion 
depicts Joseph, chief of the Nez 
Perce Indians. To U.S. generals and 
Government officials, Joseph was the 
most admired and highly respected 
Indian in the Northwest. When Joseph 
opposed the United States' orders to 
move his people to Lapwai Reser- 
vation, Government troops pursued 
him for almost 2,000 miles — from 
Camus Prairie, Idaho, across the Rocky 
Mountains — until he gave himself up 
in October 1877. Wood recalled 
Joseph's words of surrender: 

Tell General Howard I know his heart. 
What he told me before — I have it in my 
heart. I am tired of fighting. Our chiefs 
are killed. Lookingglass is dead. Too-hul- 
hul-suit is dead. The old men are all 
dead. It is the young men, now, who say 
''yes" or "no." He who led on the young 
men is dead. It is cold, and we have no 
blankets. The little children are freezing 
to death. My people — some of them — 
have run away to the hills, and have no 
blankets, no food. No one know where 
they are — perhaps freezing to death. I 
want to have time to look for my 
children, and to see how many of them I 
can find; maybe I shall find them among 
the dead. Hear me, my chiefs, my heart 
is sick and sad. From where the sun now 
stands I will fight no more forever!'*

At the time of Warner's portraits, 
Joseph was a gentle, dignified man of 
about fifty who had lived with the 
white man for fifteen years, forbidden 
to return to his people. Warner 
condemned the Government for its 
treatment of Joseph: "... his 
banishment from this reservation is 
only another instance of the uniformly 
bad faith with which the colossal 
machinery of our Government treats 
the insignificant Indian.''^ 

On his journey Warner modeled a 
portrait of Encheaskwe, chief of the 
Coeur d'Alenes and celebrated orator. 
Said to be more than 100 years old 
when he posed for the portrait, 
Ensheaskwe was nearly blind but was 
still in good health and active as an 
elder of the tribe. Encheaskwe or "Old 
Man with a Staff" was called 
Sellepstoe or "Barren Soil" in his 
younger days, but at the time of the 
portrait he was best known by his 
Christian name, Vincent. He had 
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Encheaskwe, chief of the Coeur d’Alenes. 


fought against the white man in both 
the Steptoe and Wright campaigns of 
1858, but was later converted by Jesuit 
missionaries. Giving his allegiance to 
the United States Government, 
Encheaskwe urged his people to accept 
the dominance of the white man. 

Wood greatly admired Encheaskwe, 
saying of him: ''1 am glad to add to my 
slight testimony in favor of the 
generally honorable character of the 
Indian the better testimony of Father 
Mackin and Father Joset, the latter of 
whom has lived fifty years among 
these Indians, that Vincent is not only 
an ideal Indian in courage, honesty, 
truthfulness, and wisdom, but that he 
adds to this a certain magnanimous 
nobility which in their eyes, as they 
say, makes him an ideal man.'^^

year-old Seltice while the chief was en route to 
visit his people. 


Encheaskwe retired as chief in favor 
of Seltice, whose proud profile was 
also captured by Warner. Like his 
predecessor, Seltice had fought against 
Colonel Steptoe and had surrendered 
to Colonel Wright, and later was 
appointed a principal or sub-chief of 
his tribe at Fort Vancouver, Wash- 
ington. Seltice was admired by both 
Warner and Wood for his perfect self- 
control and ability to negotiate with 
the white man both in the Northwest 
and in Washington, D.C.: ''. . . his 
great power comes from his recognized 
ability and tact as a diplomat, and his 
aid is always asked, whether by private 
parties, railroad corporations, or others, 
who desire assistance of, or conces- 
sions from, his tribe. 

Wood also had the opportunity to 
observe Lot, chief of the Spokanes and 
the subject of a Warner medallion. 
Wood wrote of Lot: ''A brave man 
himself, of a quiet philosophic 
disposition, he seems to have 
recognized from the outset (probably 
from his observation of results upon 
his neighbors) that after resistance by 
the Indians, their last state was 



invariably worse than their first. By 
quiet persistence and by a firm 
adherence in discussion to what he 
believed were the rights of his people, 
he has managed to obtain for them as 
good treatment and as complete 
recognition as the Government has 
given to any neighboring tribe."® 
Warner modeled another medallion 
after Moses, chief of the Ilnamehan or 
Okinokane, a small tribe in the Nez 
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The Indian or the Trooper, a painting by Charles Schreyvogel. 


Perce nation. In 1878, a year marked 
by widespread Indian uprisings in the 
Northwest, Moses was jailed in North 
Yakima, Washington, to await 
investigation of the murder of the 
Perkins family, and was later assigned 
to the custody of Father Wilbur, a 
Methodist clergyman and the Indian 
agent of the district. Father Wilbur 
wished to use Moses' imprisonment to 
bring the tribe to the reservation and 
under his jurisdiction, but Moses' 
incarceration only served to anger the 
Indians. As Howard's aide de camp, 
Wood was sent to Yakima with 
authority to release Moses. Wood later 
recalled: "Father Wilbur strenuously 
represented to me that he could bring 
Moses upon that reservation with his 
entire tribe, which would be an 
immense gain in the interests of peace. 
There was no possible doubt of this, 
and therefore I agreed to stand silent 
until Father Wilbur had exhausted his 
powers of persuasion. We spent the 
entire day in council, on the one side 


Moses, and against him Father 
Wilbur — a man of indomitable 
character, and one of the shrewdest in 
the management of Indians I ever 
knew."^ 

Moses convinced Father Wilbur to 
set him free so that he might carry the 
minister's message to the Indian

people. Once released, however, Moses 
negotiated directly with the Secretary 
of the Department of the Interior, 
obtaining the Chelan Reservation for 
his people. Although Wood greatly 
admired Moses, a closer appraisal of 
Moses' actions indicates that his 
allegiance to his people was at best 
questionable. "He has never engaged in 
hostilities against the whites, not, as I 
believe, from any great love for them, 
but because he had recognized the 
inevitable defeat of the Indians in 
every instance, and it has been purely 
a matter of shrewd policy with him; 
and he also has made his position as 
chief very profitable in the way of 
special salaries and gifts to himself. He 
has rented out the Chelan Reservation 
to cattlemen, himself pocketing the 
entire rental." 

Yatiniawitz or "Poor Crane," chief 
of the Cayuses, was perhaps the most 
treacherous chief portrayed by Warner. 
Following the death of Old Young 
Chief, Yatiniawitz was elected chief of 
the tribe, even though he was not a 
blood relative of the late chief.

Crippled in a riding accident in which 
he and his horse tumbled down a 
canyon, Yatiniawitz was able to walk 
only with the aid of crutches. As a 
young man he had fought against 
Colonel Steptoe and Colonel Wright, 
but after the Wright campaign he 
pledged to be a friend of the white 
man. Wood praised Yatiniawitz' 
ingenuity in helping the United 
States forces: 

Yatiniawitz, with only a young 
warrior as his assistant, went into E-He- 
Gant's camp to talk with him about 
joining the hostiles, and as the horde of 
Indians were moving out in the morning 
upon their day's march, he said to him: 
"Come, we do not want to talk where 
these people can listen to us; let us ride 
ahead and talk by ourselves." In this 
way he induced E-He-Gant to advance 
about one half to three quarters of a 
mile beyond his camp, but in plain sight 
of the immense throng of his followers, 
who mottled the mountain-side, and 
threaded down it like a slender stream. 
E-He-Gant, either through suspicion or 
for some other reason, having pulled up 
his horse, Yatiniawitz instantly threw 
his lasso over his shoulders, and driving 
his heels into his own horse, jerked the 
hostile chief suddenly to the ground, 
and, by the tightening of the loop 
pinioned his arms to his side. Urging his 
horse forward, he dragged his captive off 
the trail, and down the mountain-side 
into the timber; but E-He-Gant, having 
managed to get to his feet, caught the 
lasso and was trying to pull himself up 
on it, in order to loosen the loop. 
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whereupon Yatiniawitz shot and killed 
him, and, taking time to cut off one of 
his hands, which was slightly maimed, 
brought it into our camp as evidence of 
his death.** 

Wood maintained a romantic image 
of Yatiniawitz, stating that ''He still 
keeps to the simple wants of the 
savage, still lives as he has always 
lived, accepting the good and evil of 
his life with fortitude, and above all 
things insists that a man needs only 
two virtues — bravery and truth." 

Although Young Chief, son of Old 
Young Chief, was overlooked by his 
tribe when his father died, he still 
nursed hopes of becoming chief upon 
Yatiniawitz' death. Warner selected 
Young Chief as a subject not because 
he held a distinguished record, but 
because his face was "typical of the 
high type of the present generation." 

Young Chief personally profited 
from his tribe's submission to the 
white man. "Under the recent 
legislation allotting lands in severalty 
to the Indians on the Umatilla 
Reservation, Young Chief has become 
possessed of a considerable ranch, part 
of which he lets to white men, and 
part of which he farms himself. 
Altogether he is a well-to-do and 
prosperous young man."^"^ 

Warner's relief of Sabina, daughter of 
Kash Kash, chief of the Walla-Wallas, 
is of particular importance for it was 
the first bronze portrait of a living

Indian woman. Wood had little 
interest in her history or character and 
thus did not devote so much as a 
paragraph to the young woman. 

The six chieftans immortalized by 
Warner share a number of 
characteristics. All, at one time or 
another, fought against and were 
defeated by Federal troops and chose to 
survive by swearing allegiance to the 
United States Government. Although 
they remained leaders of their tribes, 
they gave every possible concession to 
the white man, often at the expense of 
their people and occasionally for 
personal profit. Many willingly fought 
on behalf of the United States against 
other Indians. One must remember 
that these portraits were modeled 
within a year of the Battle of Wounded 
Knee and the defeat of Sitting Bull. 
Never again would the Indian be a 
threat to the white man or a rational 
object of fear. Warner and Wood 
belonged to the last generation that 
saw the West as the home of 
sometimes hostile Indians. During the 
ensuing decades, artists celebrated 
heroic Indians of the past and heralded 
the native American as the perfect 
embodiment of man living in harmony 
with his environment. Warner, 
however, immortalized the Indians 
who surrendered and negotiated with 
the white man, because to him these 
men were representatives of peace in 
the West. 
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T hree years after Warner completed 
his relief portraits, Edward Kemeys 
(1843-1907), the first American to win 
recognition as a sculptor of animals, 
modeled a series of relief portraits for 
the Marquette Building in Chicago. 
These portraits celebrated Indian 
leaders of the area today referred to as 
the Midwest — Black Hawk, Sitting 
Bull, Shaubena, Waubansie, Keokuk, 
Nika and Chacagou. By the turn of the 
century, many of the most prominent 
sculptors in America became 
interested in Indian portraiture. In 
1897 a ten-foot bronze statue of Chief 
Washakie (He-Shoots-the-Running 
Buffalo) by Cyrus R. Dallin (1861-1944) 
was dedicated in Salt Lake City. Dallin 
was the first Mormon sculptor to 
celebrate Washakie, chief of the

Shoshones, who befriended the 
Mormons and protected them from 
Indian attack. Chief Washakie, a scout 
for the United States forces in 
campaigns against the Sioux, was also 
employed by the American and 
Hudson Bay fur companies. Upon his 
death, Washakie was given a military 
burial at Fort Washakie in Wyoming. 

In 1899 Charles Schreyvogel 
(1861-1912), an artist best known for 
his paintings of the violence and 
drama of the Indian's conflict with 
United States troopers, modeled a 
portrait bust of White Eagle, last of the 
Ponca chiefs of Oklahoma. 
Schreyvogel's daughter wrote of White 
Eagle's reaction to the portrait: "White 
Eagle was a magnificent-looking 
Indian, and when he saw the bust, he

told my father he was proud that he 
had been selected as a model. In later 
years he never failed to inform any of 
his visitors that he had posed for the 
Schreyvogel Indian chief bust."^^ 
Despite the focus on blood and 
violence in his paintings of Indians, 
Schreyvogel was basically sympathetic 
to the Indian: "I have not met any 
Fenimore Cooper Indians, although I 
have had the pleasure of knowing 
some good, honorable red men. The 
Indian is, as a rule, silent, stoical and 
taciturn to a wonderful degree until he 
gets to know you. Then he thaws 
out ... I have many Indian friends and 
I have many friends in the Army."^^ 

In 1902 Charles M. Russell 
(1864-1926), one of the greatest 
masters of sculpture of the American 
West, modeled three bronze portraits 
of the Blackfoot Indians. Spiritually at 
one with the Indian, Russell mourned 
the end of Indian civilization as it 
existed before the arrival of the white 
man. He spent the winter of 1888 with 
the Blackfoot Indians, a period that 
was perhaps the happiest of his life. 
Here he acquired the knowledge of 
Indian life and love for the Indian 
people that he incorporated in his 
painting and sculpture. 
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Young-Man Indian, modeled 
by Charles Russell. 


While on the reservation, Russell 
discarded his cowboy clothes for 
buckskins, grew his hair and was 
tempted to become a squaw man or 
white injun." Russell twice modeled 
portraits of Keomah, a beautiful Indian 
woman. The first bust, entitled Piegan 
Squav^, was cast during his lifetime; 
the second, Piegan Girl, was not cast 
until 1966. Russell also modeled a 
portrait of his friend. Sleeping 
Thunder, a young chief who shared 
with him stories of Indian life and 
legends of his tribe. Because the 
reinforced buckskin on the seat of 
Russell's pants reminded Sleeping 
Thunder of the white rump of an 
antelope, he named Russell Ah-Wah- 



Cous, a name Russell signed on many 
of his letters. Russell's bronzes paid a 
personal tribute to the individuals he 
loved, admired and respected. His 
sculptures stand in sharp contrast to 
the work of many American sculptors 
who professed to model noble, 
interesting ethnic types. 

B y 1903 the Indian conflict had 
become history. Adolph A. 
Weinman (1870-1952), commissioned 
to create a large sculptural group for 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 
St. Louis in 1904, found his Indian 
models at Colonel Cumming's Wild 
West Show in Coney Island, New 
York, where he created likenesses of 
the Sioux Indians that traveled with 
the company. In describing his 
sculpture, entitled Destiny of the Red 
Man, Weinman said, "In the 
composition of this group I have 
endeavored to symbolize the passing of 
a heroic race, the North American 
Indian. With the coming of the white 
man and his continual westward surge, 
it was but a matter of time for some of 
the many tribes, deprived of, or 
restrained in, their freedom-loving way 
of life, to gradually become greatly 
reduced in numbers or completely 
extinct." 

Weinman's most famous portrait is 
perhaps that depicting Chief Blackbird, 
whom he described as "a stoic if there 
ever was one."^® He also created 
portrait busts of Womboli and Chief 



Born in Chicago in 1876, Edward Sawyer sculpted 40 assorted bronze medals 
of various Indian tribes 
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Flatiron, a man who was ''small, wirey 
and with a leathery skin, was quite 
talkative and loved to tell me of his 
travels in Europe with the Buffalo Bill 
company, which made him a greater 
chief than Blackbird, who had never 
crossed the great waters." 

James E. Fraser (1876-1953) 
completed portrait busts of White 
Eagle and Two Moons, two of the 
three models used for his relief of the 
Indian on the five-cent piece he 
designed in 1913. In 1916 Phimister 
Proctor (1862-1950) made portrait 
studies of two models, Jackson 
Sundown and Little Wolf. Jackson 
Sundown, a nephew of Chief Joseph, 
was the model for Indian and Buffalo 
Group {Death of King of the Herd], 
and Little Wolf posed for Pursued. 
Proctor spent the summer of 1914 on 
the Cheyenne Reservation in Crow, 
Montana, and Little Wolf adopted him 
and his wife, giving Proctor the name 
Okamahkahohitah or "Large Coyote." 

As the century progressed, artists 
began to devote their full attention to 
portraits of the American Indian. From 
1914 to 1923, Emry Kopta sculpted 
portrait busts of the Hopi Indians that 
to this day remain strong emotional 
statements of the tragedy of Indian life 
on the reservation. His sculptures of 
Hopi leaders depict their determination 
to preserve their identity as a tribe and 
the integrity of their culture. 

In 1930 Malvina Hoffman 
(1887-1966) created a series of Indian 
portraits for the Hall of Man at the 


Sculptor fames Fraser based the design of the 
1913 nickel on two Indian models, White Eagle 
and Two Moons. 


Field Museum in Chicago. Visiting 
reservations. Miss Hoffman modeled 
full-length figures and busts of Apache, 
Navajo, Blackfoot, Sioux and Pueblo 
Indians. In the course of her work she 
developed a deep understanding of the 
hardships of Indian life. "To be sure, 
the Indians of today are not as strong 
as the white man who controls them 
by law and military force, but they 
manage to survive in spite of the 
barren hardships they have been forced 
to accept and despite the battle against

disease induced by the white man, and 
they can still stir us by the primitive 
art of contacting their life currents 
with those of the elements about them 
and by their profound understanding of 
the earth's eternal miracles. " 2 ° 

During the 1930s George Winslow 
Blodgett (1888-1958) completed a series 
of portraits of the Pueblo and Navajo 
Indians, driven by a lifelong dream of a 
giant Hall of Sculpture of the 
American Indian in Washington, D.C. 
In his lifetime, Blodgett completed 
more than one hundred life-size 
portraits, but his vision of a great 
gallery never became a reality. 

Since the 1880s, portraits of regional 
Indian leaders have been commis- 
sioned for public squares across the 
United States. A notable example is a 
sculpture by Hermon MacNeil 
(1866-1947), The Coming of the White 


Man, that stands in Portland, Oregon. 
Cast separately, the chieftan depicted 
in the group sculpture is known as A 
Chief of the Multinomah Tribe. 

In recent years Indian sculptors have 
created bronze portraits of their own 
leaders and heroes. Willard Stone has 
been commissioned by the Five Civil- 
ized Tribes Museum in Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, to fashion a series of 
portrait busts of famous leaders of the 
Five Civilized Tribes. Saint Clair 
Homer II was similarly commissioned 
to design a series of portrait 
medallions of modem representatives 
of each of the Five Civilized Tribes. 
Homer has also completed a portrait of 
his personal hero. Hump, who was 
leader of the Minneconjou, one of the 
many divisions of the Sioux nation 
that was victorious at the Battle of 
Little Big Horn. Homer writes: "The 
bust of Hump was made mainly to 
show the pride and dignity of the race 
without a full head of feathers."^ ^ 

Today bronze portraits of the 
American Indian have a new 
importance and relevance. Indian 
portraits created by each generation of 
artists take on new dimensions in the 
light of growing emphasis and 
dedication to the study of Indian 
culture and history.

1982 CENTS

N otice anything strange about some of the shiny new 1982 cents? 
If not, look again. Ofi closer examination you will discover that cer- 
tain ones just don't seem quite right. Of course, these odd-ball cents 
are the new copper-plated zinc pennies (99.2 percent zinc, 0.8 percent cop- 
per). Alas, even the lowliest of our small change has not escaped 
debasement! 

Two distinct varieties now exist within our one-cent coinage, much like 
the 1942 five-cent pieces of copper-nickel and copper-silver compositions. 
The 1942 nickels have distinguishing mintmarks, but the 1982 pennies 
do not. How, then, does one distinguish between the two varieties of cents? 
Here are some suggestions: 

Visual Examination: Copper-plated zinc cents often display a dull, 
satiny luster with just a hint of a white or lavender hue. Also, zinc pennies 
may have surface discolorations that range from light stains to greenish- 
black spots. These features become more obvious with circulation. 

Mechanical Examination: Using a knife, cut into the edge of the coin. 
As horrible — and illegal — as this procedure seems, it is guaranteed to 
remove any doubt about the coin's metal content. Zinc is white; copper 
is, well, copper-colored. 
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Weight: A significant difference exists between the weight of a copper 
cent and that of a zinc cent. A copper penny weighs about 25 percent more 
than its zinc counterpart. For those individuals who have access to a 
reasonably delicate scale or balance, the following weights are presented 
in five different units of measurement for copper and zinc cents:

To speed identification of quantities of coins using a balance, select a 
weight approximately half-way between one range of weights listed above; 
a tray holding a zinc cent will rise, a copper cent will fall. 

Another method that works nicely involves a crude but effective 
homemade balance. Simply take an ordinary ruler and balance it at the 
middle on a fulcrum or pivot (a pen or knife-edge works well as a pivot 
point). While steadying the balance, place two coins gently on opposite 
ends of the ruler, making certain they are placed at the very edge. Cents 
of dissimilar metal content will balance only if the heavier one — in this 
case, the copper cent — is positioned toward the center of the ruler. If a 
12 -inch ruler is used, the heavier copper cent should be positioned about 
IV 4 inches toward the center to balance the lighter zinc cent. 

Although this simple method of distinguishing copper from zinc coins 
does not profess to be foolproof, perhaps it will prevent the new 1982 cents 
from intimidating avid penny collectors.

COINS LOST 



-COINS FOUND

During 60 months of bicycling to and from work, a distance of ten miles 
round-trip each day, the author of this article found 540 coins on the street. 
This report is a discussion of the 28 1 coins found from October 1979 to March 
1982, a 30-month period during which a record of each find was kept. Of course, 
the data in this report cannot be verified as one would check a melting point 
or the rate of a chemical reaction. The specific numerical results are, however, 
set forth in good faith and, like all statistical results of a limited number of 
events, random errors may be large. So also are certain systematic errors and 
biases. For example: how well can and did the author see? Was his search 
reliable, untiring and consistent in its efficiency? Traffic problems at certain 
intersections surely interfered. Even the seasonal change in the position of the 
sun, as well as the time of sunset had an effect. Nevertheless, the general 
magnitude of the results would seem about right. At last one can judge — 
roughly — just how rare it is to find a coin. 
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The Route 


Approximately six miles of the ten-mile 
daily route wound through residential 
areas on side streets in western San Jose, 
California, near the University of Santa 
Clara; few coins were found in this 
distance. About two miles serviced fairly 
active business districts. The entire route 
was paved. Because of traffic demands, 
almost three of the ten miles followed 
somewhat different streets in the morning 
than in the evening. Moreover, important 
differences occurred in coin finding on 
different sides of Saratoga Avenue, which 
constituted approximately half the ten- 
mile route. Accordingly, it seems best in 
general to avoid comparisons that suggest 
the morning route as merely the evening 
route in reverse. Rather, the route was 
really ten various miles, five of which 
were traversed in the morning at about 
8:30 a. m. and five in the evening at about 
5:30 p.m. 


How to Look 

The most fortunate feature of the route 
was its generally easterly direction in the 
morning and its generally westerly direc- 
tion in the evening. A great aid in locating 
a coin is specular reflection from its sur- 
face seen against a medium-to-low sun, 
particularly if the coin is a dull cent. 
Another key in determining a coin among 
other objects on the street is its exact 
roundness and flatness. Quarters were 
rather hard to spot because they resemble 
the ever-present crown-style, flattened 
and tire -polished bottle cap. The key to 
spotting quarters is recognizing their 
exactly round and quite flat appearance. 
A severely scraped cent and an AU cent 
both show up clearly, primarily because 
both have a bright, coppery reflection. The 
most easily recognizable coin is the non- 
silver dime, for it is uniformly shiny and 
bright. Of course, half-dollars and dollars 
would be most obvious, but none were 
found in this study. 

Table I summarizes the overall results

for the two periods of 30 months. Essen- 
tially, all coins were found within the 
four-foot wide '^lane" used by bicyclists 
near the right side of the street. If the 
Mint's annual production mimicks the 
number of coins in use, two features of 
Table I stand out. Little difference stands 
out in the rates of recovery of cents, 
nickels and dimes, each found on this 
route at a rate of about 8.3 per year, (8.3 
per 1,960 miles) per billion coins produced 
(or in circulation). Quarters, however, 
were lost and found at half this rate, 
perhaps because they are seldom aban- 
doned when dropped, usually recovered 
when noticed, and too big to fall through 
a typical hole in a typical pocket. 

Where to Look 

In a very general sense, the greatest 
density of finds was near shopping and

business centers, whereas residential and 
school regions were almost devoid of 
coins. Many variables affect a coin's loca- 
tion, of course. Coin finds tend to occur 
in four general areas: (1) near pedestrian 
crossings, but a bit too far off to be seen 
or reached easily from the crosswalk; (2) 
where drivers enter and leave parked cars; 
(3) near stores, where jay-walking is 
common; and (4) near bus stops. Of 
course, the possibility exists that a general 
background of coins can be found every- 
where — lost by bicyclists. 


When to Look 

The data in Table 11 indicate that on the 
average one could find coins most readily 
in August and October, when coins lay 
about eleven miles apart. The average 
distance between coins, regardless of 
denomination, was 17.4 miles. With 
about fifty miles from coin to coin, 
November and December were the least 
productive months, perhaps because of 
darkness in the early evening. November 


was also poor for coins of higher value; 
approximately 24 miles had to be traveled 
to gain the value of one cent, while the 
average was 5.7 miles for the same 
amount. The minimum value of one cent 
per 2.7 miles in January was strongly in- 
fluenced by the discovery of four quarters 
in each of the three Januaries. The more 
realistic minimum of 3.6 miles per cent 
of value in October was not affected by 
such fluctuation. Thus, the best time to 
find coins is in October, but April and 
May are good months as well. 

Quarters were most often found on 
Monday and Tuesday evenings, as noted 
in Table III. Monday evenings were tops 
for cents, but even the worst evenings 
(Thursday) were as good as the best morn- 
ings (Monday). For the most part, f/ the 
morning and evening routes are long 
enough to be deemed almost identical, 
coins are 2.6 times more likely to be 
found in the evening than in the morning. 
For quarters this advantage rises to a ratio 
of about 12 to 1. Accordingly, among the 
best times to find coins are Monday or 
Tuesday evenings in October.

In the 30 months from April 1977 to 
September 1979, the total value of the 
coins found was $7.53. From October 
1979 to March 1982, another period of 30 
months, the value was $8.76. The average 
value of a coin found was 3.0 cents 
($16.29/540 = $0,030). 


Coins Found Together 

On a number of occasions more than 
one coin was found at one time. Care was 
taken in every instance to search the sur- 
rounding area so that no additional coin 


would be overlooked. The most valuable 
find of this kind was on a busy street near 
apartments and occurred sometime before 
October 1979; it had a value of 65C and 
consisted of a quarter, three dimes and 
two nickels. One group of ten one-cent 
pieces was almost surely set out deliber- 
ately, for they were equally spaced about 
five feet apart across the street from a 
similar array of cents and dimes set out 
months before by the author to determine 
a coin's length of time in the street. This 
study is still proceeding, but the main 
conclusion promises to be that coins 
generally have half-lives of less than one 
day in a street where bicyclists pass, 
although the time for a cent may be 
longer. While Monday mornings may be 
a true maximum in this study, days after 
holidays seemed to show no specif hang- 
over, and Monday evenings, as shown in 
Table III, were not extraordinary. 

Data in Table III suggest that in the 
evening the average distance between 
cents is 2440/162 = 15.1 miles, or almost 
80,000 feet. Thus, the probability of 
finding a second cent on this route within 
about ten feet of any given cent is greater 
than 1 in 8,000 or 0.00012. One must use 
the word "greater," since residential 
streets yielded few coins. In terms, say, 
of about 150 cents found in about 150 
events, about 150 x 0.00012 = 0.02 pairs 
of cents would result from independent 
association. Table IV, however, lists 
twelve pairs of cents, nine of which came 
in the evening. The difference, of course, 
comes because certain regions produced 
many coins and, more importantly, be- 
cause more than one coin is likely to 
escape from a hole in the pocket or a 
leaking purse. The temptation is also 
great to state that many people regard a 
few cents as hardly worth picking up. 

Only five of the twenty-four multiple- 
coin events occurred in the morning. Of 
these 73 coins, about 20 had not been 
scraped by the street, an unusually high 
proportion suggesting a short time on the 
street. The rate of finding groups was 
highest on Monday, when nine of the 24 
groups were encountered. The average 
value of a group was 7.25C

The author hopes that his performance 
as finder has been reasonably constant and 
efficient during the 30 + 30 = 60 months 
of this study. Avoiding cars always took 
precedence over locating coins (so that 
this data could be reported). No check of 
the author's efficiency on any particular 
day was made— for example, by having 
another rider randomly seed the entire 
route with various coins immediately 
before or after a scheduled ride. 

Despite frequent and careful sweeping 
of the streets, they are at all times an 
interesting reservoir of this and that. If 
each shard of glass from broken bottles 
were to become a coin (instead of the 
threat of a flat tire), even if it be the 
humblest of coins, then searching the 
street would indeed be profitable. The 
numismatist's motivation must be strong, 
for picking up coins is not easy. A certain 
amount of embarrassment can accom- 
pany stopping to pick up cents, and such 
a psychological barrier to recovery may 
exist in others and tend to prevent coins 
from disappearing from the street. The 
physical effort to stop a bike, especially 
from a good speed, is another barrier. The 
cost in time is another factor, particularly 
when work calls or dinner cools; unless, 
of course, one is a determined numis- 
matist. Amid tooth bmshes, combs, nails, 
wood, nuts, bolts, pencils, paper clips, 
pens, buttons and other trash on the 
street, some items (in addition to coins, 
of course), are worth stopping for. In sixty 
months, besides $16.29 in change, the 
author retrieved three nice golf balls, two 
excellent pairs of pliers, three nice 
wrenches, and, unfortunately, one live 
20-gauge shotgun shell.

The back of 
each should be marked with the name(s) of the 
author(s) and the title of the article. An arrow 
should mark the top orientation of the illustration 


with each figure bearing a reference number cor- 
responding to the same number in the text. Each 
illustration should be accompanied by a legend 
with all legends and reference numbers typed and 
grouped on a separate sheet of paper. All illustrative 
material should be protected with hard-board 
covers when mailed. 

Photographs are to be unmounted and unat- 
tached to the manuscript. They should be high 
quality, glossy prints which are not retouched or 
labeled in any way on the face of the photograph. 
(When marking on the back, write on a hard surface 
such as glass or metal to avoid disfiguring the 
photographic surface.) 

Drawings should be on separate sheets, drawn 
with India ink on illustration board or high grade 
drawing paper. 

If an author lacks suitable photographic 
facilities, numismatic material may be sent to the 
Editor to be photographed by the ANA's certifica- 
tion service. Costs for mailing and insurance will 
be reimbursed. 

Authors are also encouraged to list any literary 
sources for illustrations. 


AUTHOR'S BIOGRAPHY 

A biographical sketch of the author(s), which 
may be published with an accepted manuscript, is 
to be submitted also. It is not to exceed 100 words 
and should include such pertinent information as 
place and date of birth, educational and profes- 
sional experience, hobby interests and numismatic 
awards and accomplishments. A photo, suitable for 
publication (a glossy portrait rather than snapshot), 
should accompany this information. 


REFERENCES 

Only sources closely related to the author's work should be quoted; exhaustive lists should be avoided. 
Accuracy is important. The suggested guide for reference preparation is The MLA Style Sheet (a Modern 
Languages Association publication) in which the following are basic examples for first references to books 
and periodicals: 

' Robert Andrew Glindinning Carson, Coins of the World (New York: Harper Brothers, 1962), p. 347. 

* Allan Sutherland, "Scottish Coins and Emblems," The Numismatist. 51 (1938), 193. 

Subsequent references to the same works can be made by citing only author and page number:

If more than one work by the same author has been quoted, a brief title and page number are sufficient:

Recently I engaged in one of my 
favorite pasttimes: moseying around 
old bookstores. In this instance I was 
browsing in a new store that sells old 
books, operated by Walter Wakefield. 
Knowing my varied interests, Walter 
always has a group of things set aside 
for me each time I visit. This time he 
showed me a run of a dozen or so copies 
of Underwood's Bank Reporter, an ob- 
scure publication circulated to banks in 
the 1880s. 

I have always found banks and bank- 
ing to be an interesting subject. My 
attention was first drawn to the field a 
number of years ago when I began as- 
sembling bank notes issued by various 
New England institutions. Acquiring a 
copy of The Obsolete Bank Notes of 
New England by David C. Wismer, I set 
about gathering as many different notes 
as possible. A typical New England 
bank issued a wide variety of denomina- 
tions, among which the most popular 
were the $1, $2, $3 and $5 notes. 
Although today we hear expressions 
such as ''queer as a $3 bill," back in the 
1 830s the $3 denomination was one of 
the most popular. James F. Ruddy, my 
business associate for many years, once 
made a specialty of collecting $3 notes, 
and over a period of years acquired hun- 
dreds of different varieties. 

The Wismer book noted that higher 
denominations were also issued by 
many banks, such as $10, $20, $50, 
$100, $500 and, in some instances, 
$1,000 notes. For example, Wismer 
mentions that the Bank of Cumberland 
in Portland, Maine, issued two different 
varieties of $1 bills, two issues of $2, 
two examples of $3, a variety of $5 
notes, and one variety each of $10, $20, 
$50, $100, $500 and $1,000 bills. Using 
this and similar listings, I eagerly looked 
forward to obtaining notes of higher 
denominations. I thought having $100, 
$500 and especially $1,000 notes that 
actually had been used in commerce 
during the 1830s would indeed be 


fascinating. Unfortunately, such ac- 
quisitions did not occur. I soon learned 
that although Wismer nonchalantly 
listed high denomination notes, in 
practice the notes were nearly as scarce 
as guinea pigs' tails! It is probably safe 
to say that anyone collecting obsolete 
currency of New England could do so 
for a decade and not have enough $500 
and $1,000 notes to count on the fingers 
of one hand. 

While obsolete or broken bank notes 
from the early nineteenth century have 
quite a following, national bank notes 
issued in the 1860s and later seem to 
be even more popular. Recently, na- 
tional bank notes were delineated in a 
marvelous book. The Standard 
Catalogue of National Bank Notes by 
John Hickman and Dean Oakes, re- 
leased by Krause Publications. A blurb 
on the cover notes that the hefty 
volume contains listings for 117,007

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collectible notes, gives values in three 
grades, defines rarities for each bank, 
and is "'based on actual observations of 
100,747 notes." I imagine that just 
counting the notes that were observed 
or listed must have taken many weeks! 

With my interest and background in 
obsolete, national and other paper cur- 
rency, I eagerly purchased the issues of 
Underwood's Bank Reporter. To me, 
primary source material is sometimes 
even more interesting than a numis- 
matic reference book. 

In the May-June 1886 issue of Under- 
wood’s, I found many interesting ad- 
vertisements. For example, I learned 
that for $9,000 one could buy "a well- 
established bank in Kansas; the only 
bank within 18 miles; bank building, 
space and equipment, with good vault; 
residence and 320 acres of good land and 
four town lots." The dreams of another 
bank were related in this advertise- 
ment: "A Nebraska bank with a capital 
$35,000 wants to nationalize with 
$50,000; who will take a whole or a part 
of the $15,000? Business good and pro- 
fitable; position in bank to party taking 
stock." 

Here is a real bargain: "I will sell my 
bank for $850; well established and 
doing a good business; good burglar- 
proof safe and bank building on leased 
ground; one of the best towns in Kansas,* 
growing rapidly,* first-class and security 
desired. Just the place for young man 
with limited capital." 

Apparently every bank needed a 
refrigerator, so Alex M. Lesley of New 
York City found it advantageous to 
advertise his "Zero Refrigerator with 
Water, Wine and Milk Cooler" in 
Underwood’s Bank Reporter, noting 
that 50,000 had been sold and citing 
testimonials from the banking profes- 
sion. According to Ben B. Sherman, 
president of the Mechanics Bank in 
New York, "The No. 50 Zero Refriger- 
ator has given perfect satisfaction." 
D.W. Stehem, cashier of the National 
Bank, Middletown, Pennsylvania, was 
likewise enthusiastic: "The Zero Refrig- 
erator fully deserves all that you can 
claim for it." 

Advertisements by John Straub ("ana- 


tomical shoe maker"), the Great Western 
Gun Works ("fishing tackle, shotguns, 
revolvers and rifles"). New York City's 
Grand Union Hotel, the Waterloo 
Wagon Company and Peerless Cuff- 
Holder each catered to the other needs 
of bankers who, after all, were as 
human as anyone. Butler's Safes were 
described in a large advertisement as 
being both fire and burglar proof, and 
anyone doubting this had but to look 
at the engraving showing what appeared 
to be a Butler safe in the fires of Hell, 
surrounded by cavorting devils trying 
their best, though unsuccessfully, to 
penetrate the iron monster. 

The Chase National Bank (now the 
Chase Manhattan Bank) proudly ad- 
vertised that it had a capital of $300,000 
and a surplus of $150,000. The Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company, like the 
Chase, advertised in 1886 that it 
specialized in engraving railway tickets, 
bank notes, share certificates, bills of 
exchange, stamps and other items 
"from steel plates with special safe- 
guards to prevent counterfeiting." 

The bulk of this issue of Under- 
wood’s Bank Reporter, however, was 
made up of detailed listings of national 
banks in different areas of the United 
States, giving in each instance the cap- 
ital, surplus and the bank officers, 
together with a line or two concerning 
the bank's specialty. Unfortunately, the 
financial status of different banks was 
not discussed. For example, in Wolfe- 
boro. New Hampshire, the Lake Na- 
tional Bank was listed with a capital of 
$125,000 and a surplus of $15,000, but 
no indication was given that the bank 
was in severe financial straits and that 
within a few years it would go under. 

My investment in the copies of 
Underwood’s Bank Reporter consti- 
tuted only a few dollars each. The 
whole stack of issues cost less than any 
national bank note from the period, and 
yet I spent an entire afternoon pleasur- 
ably searching the many pages for inter- 
esting information. Althou^ collecting 
bank notes is fascinating, collecting 
material associated with them can be 
equally interesting and far less 
expensive! 
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REPUBLIC OF SAN MARINO 

Gold Scudi Issued 

The Rome Mint has struck a .917 gold 
5-scudi legal tender coin for the Republic 
of San Marino. Sculpted by Angelo Grilli, 
the new coin is dated 1982, weighs 15 
grams and measures 28mm in diameter. 
Mintage of the piece is limited to 18,000 
strikes. The obverse legend reads REPUB- 
BLICA DI SAN MARINO and the reverse 
carries the denomination and date. Infor- 
mation regarding this new 5-scudi gold 
coin is available from the State Numis- 
matic Office, Via Bastioni, Republic of 
San Marino. 



MACAU 

Coins Feature Year of the Pig Theme 

The Singapore Mint has been com- 
missioned by the Issuing Institute of 
Macau to strike Proof and Uncirculated 
gold and silver coins commemorating the 
Year of the Pig. The common obverse of 
all specimens depicts the national coat- 
of-arms of Macau. Five stars on each side 
of the design connect the name MACAU 
above the design with the date 1983 below. 

The common reverse features a pig 
from the Chinese tragi-comedy Hsi-yu 
Chi (Journey to the West). In the novel, 
the pig is portrayed as the pastoral clown, 
a supreme comic spirit with an unquench- 
able appetite for food and sex. 

Struck with frosted relief in 22-kt. gold. 



the 1,000-patacas gold coin weighs 15.976 
grams, measures 28.4mm in diameter and 
is presented in a sealed, plastic capsule 
encased in a velvet box complete with cer- 
tificate of authenticity. Crafted with semi- 
frosted relief on a mirror-like background, 
the silver coin has a value of 100 patacas, 
weighs 28.28 grams (92.5 percent silver) 
and measures 38.6mm in diameter. The 
presentation package is identical to that 
of the gold issue. 

The gold Proof and Uncirculated Year 
of the Pig coins are priced at US$500 and 
US$400 respectively; the silver coins are 
priced at US$50 and US$40 respectively 
and are available from the Singapore Mint, 
249 Jalan Boon Lay, Republic of Singapore. 


Olympic Commemorative 
Coin Set Issued 

Hosting the Olympics is a first for Yu- 
goslavia, and in celebration of the event 
the country has issued a series of Olym- 
pic commemorative coins. The minting 
of such commemoratives is a tradition 
begun by the Ancient Greeks. Spanning 
25 centuries, the custom of minting 
special coinage in celebration of the 
quadriennially held Olympic games links 
contemporary civilization with the Hel- 
lenic world. 

By issuing legal tender, precious metal 
coins to commemorate the staging of the 
XTV Winter Games, Yugoslavia continues 
the practice of modem host nations — a 
practice that not only pleases collectors, 
but also assists in financing what has 
become a complex and costly undertaking 
for both the host country and the athletes 
who participate. 

On January 13, 1983, Savo Cecur, presi- 
dent of marketing for the Yugoslavia- 
Sarajevo 1984 XTV Winter Olympic Games 
Committee, officially launched the Olym- 
pic coin program in the United States. 
ANA Governor Stephen R. Taylor repre- 
sented the Association at the Washington, 
D.C., ceremony, which was highlighted 
by Cecur's presentation of a gold coin to 
Donna Pope, director of the U.S. Mint, 
and a silver coin to Mike Emzione, cap-

tain of the 1980 U.S. Olympic Hockey 
Team. 

The Yugoslavian city of Sarajevo, as 
depicted on one of the silver coins, is 
reminiscent of Istanbul. Already dubbed 
as the site of the ''Olympic Games of the 
Minarets," this ancient Moslem city lies 
snug in the Dinarian Mountains in the 
heart of Yugoslavia. Geographically ideal 
as a host of the winter games, Sarajevo is 
framed by majestic snowcapped moun- 
tains and shares the same latitude as 
Monte Carlo. The confluence of warm 
Mediterranean and cold Alpine air bathes 
the region in sunshine and yields an abun- 
dance of snow, providing ideal conditions 
for winter sports, a theme that has been 
interpreted on the new coins. 

The complete commemorative collec- 
tion consists of 18 proof quality coins — 15 
sterling silver and 3 gold. The silver com- 
memoratives are issued in five series of 
three coins each. One gold coin will be 
issued approximately every six months, 
beginning with the January 1983 issue of 
the first gold coin and the first silver 
series. 

The three coins in each silver series are 
a 100-dinar (30mm, 13 grams), a 250-dinar 
(34mm, 17.9 grams), and a 500-dinar 
(38mm, 23 grams), all of which are struck 
from .925 fine silver. Mintage is limited 
to 110,000 for each coin with a specific 
percentage reserved for sale in Yugoslavia. 
Each denomination has a specific theme 
relating to the winter games: the 100- 
dinar — "Ice Sports/' the 250-dinar — "His- 
torical Sites and Figures/' and the 500- 
dinar — "Snow Sports." Specifications for 
the .900 fine gold 5,000-dinar coin include 


a diameter of 24mm, a weight of 8 grams 
and a maximum mintage of 55,000 pieces. 
A specific percentage of the gold issue is 
also reserved for sale only within 
Yugoslavia. 

Designed by Nebojsa Mitric, the com- 
mon obverse of each Olympic issue 
features the emblem of the XIV Winter 
Games: a stylized snowflake inspired by 
Yugoslavian folk embroidery found in the 
vicinity of Sarajevo. Crowning the em- 
blem are the five Olympic rings; to the 
right of this design is Yugoslavia's coat- 
of-arms, which symbolizes the country's 
national unity by showing six torches 
combining to produce a common flame. 
The legend around the circumference 
reads THE SOCIALIST FEDERAL REPUPBLIC 
OF YUGOSIAVIA. The reverse designs are 
a collaboration of the efforts of Mitric and 
four other artists and sculptors. 

The first series of silver coins was 
released on January 13, 1983. Ice hockey, 
in the vein of the memorable game played 
between the United States and the Soviet 
Union in 1980, is represented on the 
100-dinar coin. A sweeping view of Sara- 
jevo appears on the 250-dinar piece, and 
downhill skiing is featured on the 500- 
dinar issue. The first gold coin, also re- 
leased on January 13, 1983, features the 
official emblem of the XTV Winter Olym- 
pic Games.

Encapsulated in plastic holders, in- 
dividual, series and complete collections 
are displayed in deluxe presentation cases 
and include certificates of authenticity 
from the National Bank of Yugoslavia. 
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The coins are minted in Proof quality 
with a brilliant mirrored background and 
sharp high-relief, frosted design detail. 
The gold 5,000-dinar coin is priced at 
US$246; each three-coin sterling silver 
series retails for US$101 (prices are sub- 
ject to change in relation to fluctuating 
gold and silver markets). The sale of the 
commemorative coins not only helps 
fund the games at Sarajevo, but benefits 
the Olympic progams of each partici- 
pating country. A portion of the proceeds 
from the sale of the coins in participating 
nations will go to that country's Olym- 
pic committee to help finance their Olym- 
pic programs.

Ettot Museum Issues Commemoratives 

To commemorate both the new year 
and the formation of the Error Coin 
Museum, two medals — one round and 
one rectangular — have been issued by the 
museum. Designed and struck by Del 
Romines, the lyi^-inch, round medal is 
produced as a four-piece set and includes 
specimens in copper, nickel, brass and 
aluminum. The 2 x IVi-inch rectangular 
medal is struck only in copper. 

The obverse of the round medal features 
an inner circle with the letters TECM plac- 
ed diagonally through the center; the 
founding date 1981 appears below the 
letters.

Sale of Washington Commemoratives 
Reaches Half-Way Point 

The United States Treasury reports that 
as of December 30, 1982, sale of the 
George Washington commemorative half 
dollar exceeded five million coins. The 
Mint is authorized to strike and sell 10 
million pieces; the ratio of Proof to Uncir- 
culated strikes is dependant upon orders. 

Bulk sales of the Proof version continue 
and a decision to sell bulk orders of Un- 
circulated issues is pending. The price for 
Proofs ordered in lots of 100 remains $9 
each; regular orders for both Proof and Un- 
circulated pieces are listed at $10.50 and 
$8.50 respectively. Restrictions upon the 
number of coins ordered through the mail 
were lifted in October, but no more than 
five Proofs may be purchased at over-the- 
coimter locations. Requests should be 
sent to the Bureau of the Mint, 55 Mint 
St., San Francisco, CA 94175. 


PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA 

Year of the Pig Commemorated 

The 1983 Year of the Pig is com- 
memorated on the recent issues of the 
Chinese gold Proof RMB 15C)-yuan and the 
silver Proof RMB 10-yuan coins. Struck by 
the China Mint Company and distributed 
by the Singapore Mint, the common 
obverse of both pieces features two pigs 
from the original painting by Chinese 
artist Xiu Beihong. The common reverse 
depicts the scenic Summer Palace in 
Beijing. 

The gold Proof coin is struck in 22-kt. 
gold, weighs 8 grams, measures 23mm in 
diameter and has a limited mintage of 
5,000. The silver Proof piece is struck 
from 12.75 grams of silver, weighs 15 
grams and measures 33mm in diameter. 
Mintage of the silver specimen is limited 
to 10,000 pieces. The gold and silver Year 
of the Pig Proofs are priced at US$280 and 
US$40 respectively. Additional infor- 
mation about the coins, including ordering 
procedures, can be obtained by contacting 
the Singapore Mint, 249 Jalan Boon Lay, 
Republic of Singapore. 



ISLE OF MAN 

Island Announces 
New Coin Specifications 

The Isle of Man has announced the up- 
coming yearly issue of a new one-pound 
coin with specifications equal to those of 
the new British pound. The 1983 coin 
commemorates the incorporation of the 
town of Peel, depicting the town's coat- 
of-arms on the reverse. The design fea- 
tures a view of Peel Castle enclosed in a 
heraldic sword belt. The inscription on 
the belt reads PEEL TOWN COMMISSION- 
ERS 1983. 

Town commissioners for Peel and 
Castletown were appointed in 1881; two 
years later, both towns were granted 
Charters of Incorporation. Consequently, 
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the pound coin issued in 1984 will feature 
the armorial bearings of Castletown — an 
eskutcheon picturing Castle Rushen, the 
Triskelion, a coronet and a stag's head. 

The Arms of Ramsey — a raven perched 
atop Albert Tower with two swans at the 
foot — is depicted on the 1985 pound coin. 
The new series will be completed in 1986 



when the Common Seal of Douglas Cor- 
poration is featured. The Seal of the Isle 
of Man's capital depicts in its four 
quarters the lymphad or galley, the 
triskelion, the lion rampant and the eagle 
and cap of maintenance. 

The obverse of the coins will bear 
Arnold Machin's profile portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth. The base metal (virenium) 
version will enter circulation at the be- 
ginning of its respective issue year; 
however, the Manx government has au- 
thorized the striking of a Proof set fea- 
turing all four issues, available to collec- 
tors now. The Proof set consists of one 
sterling silver issue, one 9-kt. gold issue, 
one 22-kt. gold issue and one in pure 
platinum. Information about ordering 
procedures and the price of the Proof set 
is available from the Pobjoy Mint, Old- 
fields Road, Sutton, Surrey SMI 2NW, 
England.

1909-S and 1909-S VDB Lincoln Cents: 
New Counterfeits Discovered! 



1909-S VDB Counterfeit Lincoln Cents. 


ANACS is often asked the question, 
''Has a counterfeiter ever made a coin that 
defies detection? " the very nature of this 
question precludes a definite answer; 
however, most collectors would probably 
say no. Although some counterfeiters are 
very accomplished in their chosen field, 
they are, hopefully, just not good enough. 
Eventually their handiwork is discovered. 

A case in point is the "new" and very 
deceptive counterfeit 1909-S VDB Lincoln 
Cent recently submitted to ANACS. The 
history of this counterfeit can be traced 
to 1977, and examples may have been in 
existence well before then. This counter- 
feit is remarkably deceptive because it 
exhibits everything a genuine 1909-S VDB 
cent should. The counterfeit obverse die 
was copied from a known genuine 1909-S 
VDB obverse. Consequently, the mint- 
mark style and position and all other die 
features are correct. Yet, unlike normal 
counterfeits, the counterfeiter's transfer 
process for duplicating the genuine coin 
was so good that even minute details of 
the genuine mintmark, such as the die 
chip in the upper loop of the S and the 
small diagonal depression on the upper 
serif of the mintmark, were transferred to 
the counterfeit dies. Even the die erosion 
and lustre are representative of a genuine 
U.S. Mint product. All these character- 
istics add up to one of the most dangerous 
and deceptive counterfeits ever produced 
in any coinage series.

known counterfeit reverse of a 1914-D 
cent. Apparently, the same counterfeiter 
produced 1909-S VDB, 1909-S and 1914-D 
counterfeit cents. Counterfeit 1909-S VDB 
cents and 1909-S cents with a common 
obverse have been seen, as well as 
counterfeit 1909-S and 1914-D counterfeit 
cents with a common reverse. However, 
collectors should be aware of the fact that 
some genuine 1909-S VDB and 1909-S 
cents were both struck from the same 
obverse die. 

The most obvious obverse diagnostic 
features of this spurious 1909-S Lincoln 
cent are: 

1. A long, thin depression on the rim 
parallel to the edge above the I of IN. 

2. A small diagonal depression slanting 
down from left to right on the rim above 
the E of WE. 

3. A rather large depression between the 
folds of Lincoln's coat parallel to the 
coat's lapel. 

The reverse of this counterfeit 1909-S 
VDB cent is exceptionally clean. A few 
small depressions do exist, most notice- 
ably on the O and N of ONE, and under the 
second U of UNUM. 

The easiest way to spot this counterfeit 
is to view the edge. Unlike the edge of a 
genuine 1909-S VDB cent, the edge of this 
counterfeit is rather sharp and squared off. 
Also, when viewed under magnification, 
the edge exhibits many light, criss-cross 
lines that form tiny x's. This is in contrast 
to the edge of a genuine cent which will 
often exhibit many parallel vertical lines 
caused by forced ejection from the collar 
in the minting process. 

This cent, an outstanding example of 
the counterfeiter's art, is also an excellent 
example of the fact that no matter how 
good a counterfeit is, in all probability it 
will eventually be discovered.

When should collectors begin promoting 
National Coin Week? According to NCW 
Committee members Richard and Aloma 
Blaylock, the earlier the better. As active 
members of the Utah Numismatic Soci- 
ety, the Blaylocks have already partici- 
pated in several UNS-sponsored NCW 
activities. In October 1982 the club held 
a "Collectors' Fair" at the Salt Lake City 
Public Library, where UNS members dis- 
played exhibits of U.S. type sets, paper 
money, wooden nickels and Utah tokens. 
Mrs. Blaylock displayed her collection of 
spoons obtained at various coins shows, 
and son John thrilled the children by 
operating a small electric locomotive to 
enhance his exhibit of numismatic items 
depicting trains. John, who was appointed 
Coin Week chairman for the UNS, de- 
livered a numismatic presentation to his 
high school history class, showing the 
Ogden Coin Club's Bicentennial e^ibit 
and an ANA slide program.

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Large Cents Needed to Complete Collection 


The collections of the Museum of the 
American Numismatic Association have 
grown dramatically during the Museum's 
relatively young life. This remarkable 
development is the product of the gener- 
osity of a great many enthusiastic donors, 
to whom the membership and the entire 
numismatic community owe a great 
debt of gratitude. Each contributor has 
helped in his or her own way, and on this 
account the strengths of the various col- 
lections vary in accordance with the 
specific interests and commitments of the 
donors. Recently, the ANA Board of 
Governors pioneered an effort to build 
the overall collection of regular issue 
United States coins — already excellent in 
many respects — by fostering a systematic 
approach toward acquiring (by additional 
donations) examples of all the dates, 
mints and major varieties of each denom- 
ination not yet represented in the ANA 
cabinet. 

A listing of the dates and major variants 
of half cents needed by the Museum ap- 
peared in the January 1983 issue of The 
Numismatist. The list in this month's 
museum column covers the large cents. 
Specialists will note that references to the 
many interesting die varieties in this 
series are not included. Naturally these 
are actively encouraged as donations, but 
the current objective in listing needed 
items is to fulfill the broad and basic 
educational goal of assembling as com- 
plete a representative collection as pos- 
sible. Hopefully a more detailed survey of 
the existing collection and its needs may 
be presented later, as the size of the col- 
lection and the number of varieties 


included grows. Publication of die studies 
will then permit development of a truly 
definitive collection. (For example, there 
are presently only six 1794 large cents in 
the ANA cabinet— Sheldon numbers 21, 
22, 24, 31, 56 and 59— ranging in grade 
from Good to Very Fine.) The list of large 
cents encouraged for donation to the 
Museum include:

Pittsburgh Selected as Alternative Convention Site 

The American Numismatic Association's staff of convention organizers has an- 
nounced that Pittsburgh has been chosen as an alternate site for the 1984 ANA 93rd 
Anniversary Convention in the event that Detroit is chosen as the site of the Democratic 
National Convention, scheduled for the week following the ANA Convention. No deci- 
sion has been made concerning the DNC site; however, if there is a conflict, it appears 
that the ANA Convention will most likely move to Pittsburgh. 
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Tucson Souvenir Card Available by Mail 

Distributed during the ANA's 1983 Midwinter Convention in Tucson, February 24-27, 
the souvenir card produced by the American Bank Note Company, commemorating 
the event and the city, features a $1 note issued by the banking firm of Lord and Williams 
when Tucson was part of the Arizona Territory. 

Pioneer settlers in the newly formed Territory, Dr. Charles H. Lord and W.W. Williams 
organized a merchandising firm in 1867 and opened the first bank in the Arizona 
Territory in 1875. Several denominations of bank notes, inscribed 'Tord and Williams 
Will Pay Bearer at Sight/' were issued during the bank's first four years. Whether others 
were issued between 1879 and 1881, when the bank failed, is unknown. 

The Indian standing with his longbow and quiver of arrows is found on several bank 
notes and checks of the era, some of which were printed from engraved plates, such 
as the one on the left end of the card, while others, less sharp and not so distinct, were 
produced from lithographic stones. 

The Tucson souvenir card is approximately SVi by lOVi inches in size and is tinted 
for a pleasing two-color effect. ANA members and all other collectors who are looking 
forward to adding this banknote replica to their souvenir sets may purchase the card 
by mail for $4 each plus $ 1 per order of ten or fewer to cover first class postage. Interested 
collectors should address orders to the American Numismatic Association Headquarters, 
P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901.

In 1875 they opened the first bank in the territory which they operated along 
with a thriving mercantile business. Between 1875 and 1879 Lord & Williams issued 
scrip in 5. 10. 25 and 50-cent and one dollar denominations. The notes were printed by 
Thalmessinger . Sutioners. New York City. As was common practice in those days, the 
design was copied from another banknote company’s work. Model for the Indian, 
reproduced to the left from an original die. was by the Continental Bank Note 
Company, now incorporated into the American Bank Note Company, New York.

With such a hearty recommendation, 
the city of San Diego, on the blue-water 
shoreline of Southern California, is sure 
to be an ideal location for the ANA's 92nd 
Anniversary Convention. An annual aver- 
age temperature of 63 degrees and rainfall 
of 10.4 inches make San Diego a treat for 
visitors any time of the year. The conven- 
tion city is nestled between the Pacific 
Ocean and the Laguna Mountains, sur- 
roundings that provide a spectacular 
balance of year-round activity and beauty. 

Encompassing 392 square miles, San 
Diego has a population of 875,504, with 
the outlying metro areas bringing that 
figure well above one million (1980 cen- 
sus). Attesting to the city's popularity, San 
Diego replaced San Francisco as Califor- 
nia's second largest city in the mid-1970s.

These statistics, however, were not al- 
ways as impressive. Only 500 people re- 
mained in San Diego after the gold rush, 
and when the city incorporated in 1850, 
it was considered a joke in comparison to 
San Francisco. One distinction, however, 
can never be denied this city that lies 1 7 
miles north of Mexico — San Diego is Cali- 
fornia's oldest permanent settlement, a 
settlement that provided Spanish ex- 
plorers departing from Mexico with a 
starting point into the unknown regions 
of California. 

One of the first such expeditions into 
California was led by Juan Rodriguez 
Cabrillo, a Portuguese navigator in Spain's 
service who, on September 28, 1542, sailed 
into a Southern California harbor and 
named it San Miguel. Sixty years later, on 
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November 10, 1602, Sebastian Vizcaino 
landed at the same harbor and renamed 
it San Diego de Alcala, but not until 1 769 
was a permanent settlement established 
at the site. Founded in July 1769 by Father 
Junipero Serra, the settlement was a 
'"Royal Presidio" set up as Mission San 
Diego, the first of California's Franciscan 
establishments. 

Because of conflicts between the mis- 
sion Indians and the presidio soldiers. 
Father Serra moved the mission six miles 
up the San Diego River Valley where in 
1774, the church, living quarters and 
shops were built. Through the years the 
mission has been rebuilt six times,- the 
present structure is a copy of the 1813 
building. 

In 1822 Spanish rule of the region was 
relinquished to Mexico, and the future of 
the California coast was changed forever. 
The San Diego harbor was opened to 
American merchants from New England 
who realized lucrative profits trading for 
cattle hides with Mexican herders on the 
Pacific Coast. With the arrival of Ameri- 


can ships came the first of many Ameri- 
cans, and the ethnic makeup shifted from 
a primarily Mexican populous to approxi- 
mately 50 percent Mexican and 50 per- 
cent American. 

The outbreak of the Mexican- American 
War in 1846, caused the newly-formed 
trade network to collapse, and trade ships 
were replaced by the U.S. sloop-of-war 
Cyane, under the command of Captain 
Samuel duPont. On July 29, 1846, Ameri- 
can troops led by John C. Fremont disem- 
barked from the ship and raised the U.S. 
flag over the Old Town Plaza. Although 
the flag was hoisted prematurely, the 
end result of the war was quite obvious, 
and the territory suddenly became ram- 
pant with wild-eyed Americans spurred 
by the mention of gold. 

Following the gold msh, the creation of 
new towns and the disappearance of 
others, the exodus from California left 
Old Town as only a shell of the city it 
once was. False news of the city's growth 
soon touched the interests of an adven- 
turesome middle-aged man who had be-

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come intrigued by the occurrences in 
California — an interest that had a 
dramatic influence on the future of 
the city. 

Alonzo Erastus Horton landed off the 
coast of Southern California at a harbor 
near present-day Market Street in San 
Diego. The San Diego he was looking for, 
known then as Old Town, was at the en- 
trance of Mission Valley, three miles 
north. While waiting for a coach to take 
him and other travelers to the city, 
Horton walked through the brushland of 
what once was New Town. Created and 
destroyed by the anticipation of riches, 
the city was named Graytown, or Davis' 
Folly after the city's two proprietors, 
Andrew B. Gray and William Heath 
Davis. Standing on the site of these two 
men's failed dreams, Horton looked out 
over the ocean and noticed one of the 
world's finest natural harbors: to the 
West, Point Loma; and below, two sandy 
islands tied to the mainland by the narrow 
Silver Strand. 

With the assistance of Ephraim W. 
Morse, a fellow traveler Horton met on 
his journey to the coast, Horton was able 
to purchase at auction 960 acres of the 
land south of Old Town for 27^2 cents an 
acre. A section of the purchased land was 
located just east of Davis' Folly, and 
another portion included what is now the 
commercial center of San Diego. Through 
Horton's promotion of the town and his 
persistence in attracting major railroad 
companies to the area. South San Diego 
began its phenomenal growth. A major 



boost came in the early 1870s when 
many of the buildings in Old Town 
burned and officials moved public 
business to South San Diego, where the 
city has existed since. 

When transportation became the issue 
of the early '70s, Horton lost to National 
City (south of San Diego) in the bid for 
Santa Fe Railroad's southern west-coast 
terminal. But because of the city's growth 
and the far-reaching, complementary pub- 
licity, San Diego was usually the final 
destination of people traveling to South- 
ern California. With tracks in the area and 
a state charter granting the construction 
of a rail line connecting San Diego with 
San Francisco, the only other obstacle in 
the path of the city's rapid growth was 
the lack of permanent residents and 
businesses. 

This obstacle was soon overcome as 
clever investors purchased hundreds of 
acres of land and then promoted its sale. 
Horton, the backbone of San Diego, 
whose selfless intent was to create a great 
city, had given away portions of his land 
to those who would put up buildings and 
open businesses. The biggest growth — 
which in the end hurt Horton more than 
it helped him — came from the large deals 
of the land speculators. 

To encourage buying, speculators spon- 
sored barbecues and picnics for the pur- 
pose of enticing the thousands of people 
in attendance to buy individual lots of 
"prime" land. On one occassion, 1,000 
people showed up at Ocean Beach for a 
mussel roast sponsored by 22-year-old 
Billy Carlson — by that afternoon he had 
sold 2,500 lots. 

The biggest promotion, however, was 
the subdivision of Coronado Island and 
the construction of the Hotel del Coron- 
ado, a structure that set the standard for 
Southern California's "first class resort 
hotels." In December 1885, Elisha S. 
Babcock and H.L. Story bought all of what 
is now Coronado and North Island for the 
boom-inflated price of $110,000. Soon 
afterward, the two incorporated to create 
the Coronado Beach Company and quickly 
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sold more than $1 million of lots. The 
Hotel del Coronado enjoyed the reputa- 
tion as 'The best advertised property in 
the United States." Babcock had enlisted 
the services of architects James and 
Merritt Reid and allowed them creative 
freedom in the hotel's design. Construc- 
tion ended in January 1888, complete 
with 399 rooms (most with fireplace and 
wall safe) and a dining room with no 
pillars or columns, providing diners with 
an unobstructed view of each other. The 
hotel officially opened Febmary 14, 1888, 
a date which also signified the end of San 
Diego's land boom. 

The land sales that created San Diego's 
growth also carved the way for its modem 
economy, which no longer depends upon 
real estate investment, but on a wide 
range of contributors including several 
government military installations, elec- 
tronic and aerospace research and pro- 
duction, fishing and marine products, 
agriculture, tourism, and an import-export 
network facilitated by the city's natural 
harbor. 

As San Diego's economy diversified to 
include many areas of specialization, 
educational institutions were developed 
in anticipation of the many needs of in- 
dustry. The city and surrounding vicinity 
offer several educational and research 
facilities including San Diego State 
University and four other colleges and 
universities, the Scripps Institute of Ocean- 
ography, the Salk Institute for Biological 
Studies in La Jolla, Palomar Observatory, 
situated on a peak 65 miles northeast of 
the city, and city and county libraries. 

A large network of bridges, roads, rails 
and waterways satisfies the transporta- 
tion needs of San Diego's expanding 
economy and features such new additions 
as a trolley connecting downtown with 
the Mexican border. Complementing the 
harbor traffic are two city-operated air 
fields and San Diego International 
Airport. 

Possibly of most interest to convention 
visitors will be Balboa Park, located in 
downtown San Diego. Catering to the in- 
terests and whims of young and old, the 
park is the home of the world famous San 


Diego Zoo and also includes the Museum 
of Man; the Fine Arts Gallery; the Natural 
History Museum; Spanish Village and the 
Institute of Art, both featuring the work 
of local artists; the Aerospace Museum,- 
the Hall of Champions, honoring local 
sports personalities; and the new Hall of 
Science and Planetarium. Summer after- 
noons can be spent viewing open-air 
drama at the Balboa Park reproduction of 
Shakespeare's Globe Theater, or strolling 
through nearby Presidio Park, the original 
site of San Diego de Alcala and the 
Spanish Presidio. 

Also available to convention guests are 
several recreational and leisure-time ac- 
tivities at the harbor and beaches, sporting 
events, some of the finest seaside restau- 
rants and shops, tours, and if so desired.

SHANGHAI 



up from the sea 


The port city of Shanghai, one of the 
largest cities in the world, is China's big- 
gest metropolitan area. Although Shang- 
hai is not particularly scenic and is often 
clouded by a brownish haze, many tour- 
ists list Shanghai as their favorite Chinese 
city. The birthplace of China's Com- 
munist Party, Shanghai also served as the 
center of the tumultuous Cultural Revo- 
lution in 1965. 

Tourists are often fascinated by the ac- 
tivity on the Bund, a park-like waterfront 
avenue that is sure to leave a lasting im- 
pression of contemporary Chinese life. 
Once the "Wall Street" of foreign powers, 
the skyscraper-lined promenade is a fav- 
orite spot for sweethearts taking an 
evening stroll, and in the early morning 
hours young and old gather to warm up 
with tai U qian and other exercises. The 
Bund connects the Wusong River with 
Old Town, a picturesque maze of alleys 
and shanties. Once a dismal slum that few 
Westerners dared to visit. Old Town is 
now a popular tourist attraction featuring 
colorful open markets and bazaars. 

During the two-day stay in Shanghai, 
the tour group will also visit Yu Garden 
and the Lu Xun Memorial Park. Built in 
1557 by a city official, Yu Garden is hid- 
den behind high, carved brick walls 
decorated with huge stone dragons. With- 
in the walls is a small manmade lake sur- 
rounded by teahouses, pavilions and 
goldfish ponds. 

The city of Shanghai has more than 
1 7,000 shops, many of which are open 24 
hours a day for those who find sleep diffi- 
cult in this buzzing metropolis. China's 
largest emporium, the Number One De- 
partment Store on Nanjing Road, serves 
more than 100,000 customers per day, but 
is only half the size of Macy's Department 
Store in New York City. Shanghai's shop- 


ping district has at least 400 stores and is 
usually so dense with people that the 
streets become little more than pedestrian 
malls. Located on the Bund is the Friend- 
ship Store, which offers an excellent selec- 
tion of silk, clothing, antiques, jewelry, 
ivory and jade carvings, and famous art- 
work and calligraphy. 


SUZHOU 



plentiful water 


According to an old Chinese proverb, 
"In Heaven there is Paradise. On earth, 
Suzhou." Situated on the ancient Grand 
Canal, Suzhou and its network of water- 
ways has been dubbed the Venice of the 
East. The Grand Canal, the largest man- 
made waterway in the world, was origin- 
ally constructed to transport tribute rice 
from the Yangtse Plain to the capital city 
of Beijing. 

Settled more than 3,000 years ago, 
Suzhou was a busy merchant town re-

nowned for its textiles in gold and silk. 
Until 1949, the textile industry was the 
city's main source of revenue, but since 
that time Suzhou's industry has diversi- 
fied to include production of chemicals, 
machine tools, electronics and precision 
instruments. However, the craftmanship 
of Suzhou's talented artisans is preserved 
by the city's light industry: jade and wood 
carving, sandalwood products, lacquer- 
ware, velvet, tapestries and silk. 

The ANA entourage will stay two days 
in this lovely city. Suzhou, particularly 
famous for its well-manicured gardens, of- 
fers guests a view of the West Garden and 
Tiger Hill, a manmade mound possessing 
all the attributes of an esthetically perfect 
Chinese hill — stones, rocks, plants, trees, 
pagodas, waterfalls and, of course, legends. 
Constmcted by the King of Wu more than 
2,000 years ago as a tomb for his father. 
Tiger Hill received its name from the 
legendary tiger that supposedly guards the 
tomb's entrance. High on the hill's sum- 
mit stands the stately Yunyan Pagoda, 
erected in 961 A.D. 

Suzhou has a well-earned reputation for 
sumptuous dining; its small, simply- 
furnished restaurants feature regional 
seafood, including eel, fish, shrimp and 
crab. For travelers with a sweet tooth, 
Suzhou has a number of candy stores, the 
most popular of which, the Wangtienyuan 
Candy and Cake Store, sells saltwater 
pumpkinseed candy, pine nut and sesame 
cakes, and dried and roasted nuts.

WUXI 

without tin 

From Suzhou the tour will travel west 
to Wuxi, an industrialized resort city also 
located on the Grand Canal. Because tin 
mines were abundant in the area during 
the Zhou Dynasty (1066-221 B.C.), the 
city was called Youxi, meaning "with 
tin." However, when the tin was depleted 
during the Han Dynasty (206 B.C.-220 
A.D.) the city's name was changed to 
Wuxi, "without tin." 

A visit to Xihui Park is on the itinerary 
for the two-day stay in Wuxi, and from the 
park grounds one can marvel at the splen- 
dor of the neighboring Hui hills. After 
strolling by the pavilions and teahouses 
scattered about the park, visitors can rest 
on carved, stone-slab chairs that offer cool 
repose on hot summer days. 

Tour guests have been cordially invited 
to visit the Huishan Clay Figure Work- 
shop, where figures are crafted of clay 
from Hui Mountain. Centuries before, 
local artisans discovered that the proper- 
ties of Hui Mountain clay were excellent 
for molding and firing. 

Wuxi has long been known for its silk 
production, which began in the area more 
than 1,500 years ago. Silk reeling and 
weaving workshops were established in 
the mid- 1800s, but the industry remained 
relatively slow. After the establishment 
of the People's Republic of China in 1949, 
however, silk filatures (mills that separate 
silk fibers from the cocoons and wind 
them onto spools) were rebuilt and ex- 
panded to include silk weaving, dyeing 
and printing. As a special treat, members 
of the tour will visit the Wuxi No. 1 Silk 
Filature, one of the most active producers 
of silk in the area. 

NANJING 

^ southern capital 

Situated along the southern banks of 
the Yangtse River at the foothills of the 
Zijin (Purple) Mountains, the city of Nan- 
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jing has a stormy but intriguing past. 
Nanjing was the center of the Taiping 
Rebellion in 1853 until the British cap- 
tured the city in 1864, slaughtering 
100,000 Taipings in three days. In later 
years, Nanjing played an important role 
in the Chinese Revolution that overthrew 
the Qing Dynasty and established the 
Republic of China. 

Today Nanjing is the capital of the 
Jiangsu Province and an industrial and 
cultural center. In summer months the 
area experiences intense dry heat, hence 
Nanjin^s designation as one of the "'three 
furnaces of the Yangtse." During the re- 
maining three seasons, the region has a 
temperate climate with a rainy season in 
late spring. 

The most spectacular sight in Nanjing 
is the Yangtse River Bridge, an engineer- 
ing feat accomplished solely by the in- 
genuity and labor of the Chinese people, 
and a source of national pride. Until its 
completion in 1968, no direct overland 
route existed to link the industrial lower 
Yangtse River Valley with Beijing. The 
two-tiered bridge was designed to carry 
both rail and vehicular traffic. 

East of Nanjing is the Jiangsu Provin- 
cial Museum, which contains a collection 
of artifacts spanning 5,000 years of Chi- 
nese history. Exhibits include pottery, 
bronzes, jewelry, tools, printed works, 
furniture and a display portraying the 
events of the Taiping Rebellion. The tour 
will also visit the Sun Yatsen Mausoleum 
on the southern slope of the Zijin Moun- 
tains. Sun Yatsen, although a native of 
Guangzhou, wished to be buried in Nan- 
jing, and construction of the tomb began 
shortly after his death in 1925. The im- 
posing structure covers 20 acres, and to 
reach the memorial hall, one must climb 
392 granite steps. The main vault houses 
Sun Yatsen's remains, moved from Beijing 
in 1929 when the mausoleum was com- 
pleted. Just south of the tomb lies Linggu 
Temple Park, a lovely area characterized 
by well-kept gardens and a dense pine 
forest. Amid the gardens stands the 
Wuliang Temple, a graceful structure 
originally built in 1381 that has since 
been reconstructed. 


Because Nanjing has no provincial 
foods as such, its restaurants tend to cater 
to the masses. However, the city does 
have its local delicacies, among which are 
lake crab, pickled vegetables, Nanjing 
"flat duck," duck kidneys and fish. 


XIAN 



Amateur archaeologists will revel in 
the rich history of Xian, which will host 
the ANA tour group for three days. Before 
the advent of modem communication, 
Xian was almost completely isolated from 
the outside world. Not until the city was 
linked to Zhengzhou by rail in 1930 did 
Xian develop into the textile center that 
it is today. 

Undoubtedly, one of the most memor- 
able experiences of the entire trip will be 
a visit to the Qin Shi Huangdo Tomb, 
where thousands of life-size terra-cotta 
warriors and horses have been unearthed. 
The clay figures, originally intended to 
guard the burial place of Emperor Qin Shi 
Huangdo, were discovered in 1974 by 
local peasants digging an irrigation well. 
To date, more than 6,400 figures have 
been uncovered in a 3.5-acre area. A huge 
hangar-like stmcture has been erected 
over the site, where excavations continue. 

The Shaanxi Provincial Museum, lo- 
cated south of Xian, is housed in a former 
Confucian temple. The museum boasts 
one of the richest collections of ancient 
artifacts in the country and is particularly 
noted for its "forest of stelas," a collection 
of 1,095 stone tablets on which are etched 
ancient texts and Confucian classics. 

Archaeological finds abound at Banpo 
Village, site of the Neolithic Yangshao 
culture (6000 B.C.). The ancient settle- 
ment was discovered in 1953 when foun- 
dations were being laid for a factory. 
Subsequent digging revealed a village of 
45 houses complete with remarkably 
preserved specimens of Stone Age pottery. 
An exhibition hall at the entrance to the 
grounds displays many of the recovered 
artifacts.

BEIJING 


northern capital 

A tour of Beijing will mark the final leg 
of this journey through the People's 
Republic of China. Perhaps more easily 
recognized by its old name of Peking, Bei- 
jing has served as the capital of China for 
more than 900 years. Although not as in- 
dustrialized as Shanghai, Beijing has 
become a major producer of textiles and 
synthetic fibers, petrochemicals, and 
automotive and agricultural machinery. 
The capital city enjoys sunny skies 
throughout most of the year, although it 
does experience frequent summer rains, 
occasional high winds and radical changes 
in temperature. 

Over the centuries, Beijing has become 
a melting pot of provincial cultures, thus 
offering the western traveler a microcosm 
of Chinese civilization. In the modem 
metropolis one can sample unlimited 
varieties of Chinese cuisine, shop at color- 
ful, artistically arranged fmit and vege- 
table stands, or patronize the city's artists 
famous for their crafts — carpets, embroid- 
ery, silks, ivory and jade carvings, paint- 
ings, cloisonne and lacquerware. 

The three-day visit to the capital would 


not be complete without a tour of China's 
most spectacular landmarks: the Forbidden 
City, Tianamen Square, the Temple of 
Heaven, the Summer Palace, the Great 
Wall of China and the Ming Tombs. The 
Forbidden City, by far one of man's most 
inspiring architectural achievements, 
covers 250 acres and includes six main 
palaces and many smaller buildings, con- 
stituting more than 9,000 rooms. Cover- 
ing the grounds are 100-year-old pines and 
cypress, statues, rock gardens, pebble 
walkways, and manmade caves and 
waterfalls. 

Tianamen Square, the largest public 
square in the world, has quadmpled in 
size since its constmction in 1651 and 
now encompasses 100 acres. Each flag- 
stone in the square is numbered so that 
parade units can assemble in their as- 
signed positions. The central portal to the 
square bears the familiar portrait of Mao 
Zedong. 

The Temple of Heaven is one of tradi- 
tional China's most striking monuments. 
The temple is actually a complex of three 
main structures within a huge, walled 
park — the Hall of Prayer for Good Har- 
vests, the Imperial Vault of Heaven and 
the Circular Mound Altar. The Hall of 
Prayer is a wooden structure that rests 
upon a triple-tiered round marble terrace. 
Supported by 28 immense pillars, the 
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temple was constructed without nails. 
The Imperial Vault, similar in design to 
the Hall of Prayer, is particularly in- 
teresting because of its excellent acous- 
tics. A circular '"echo wall" surrounds the 
halPs outer courtyard, and two people 
standing at opposite ends of the yard can 
speak to one another without raising their 
voices. Inside the main structure are the 
Three Echo Stones, huge slabs of rock that 
possess amazing acoustic qualities. A loud 
noise sounded at the first stone produces 
a single echo; two echoes will result at the 
second stone; and at the third stone, three 
echoes. The Circular Mound Altar consists 
of three solid marble terraces symbolizing 
earth, the mortal world and Heaven. 

Constructed in 1888 by the Empress 
Dowager Ci Xi, the Summer Palace is 
composed of a number of buildings that 
at one time served as elegant apartments 
for members of the Royal Family. Several 
buildings still contain the original jeweled 
furniture and works of art. From Long- 
evity Hill, the focal point of the palace 
grounds, one can view lovely bridges and 
the majestic hills beyond. 

The imposing Great Wall certainly 
needs no introduction. The only man- 
made structure visible from Earth's orbit, 
the wall stretches 3,750 miles across 
China's rolling terrain. Construction of 
the wall began in the Warring States 
period (403-201 B.C.) as a defense against 
marauders, and in succeeding dynasties it 
was reinforced with stones and cement. 
Not until 1979 was a special commission 
created to preserve the wall as a national

monument. 

Branching off the road to the Great Wall 
is the Sacred Way, a route lined with 
statues that leads to the Ming Tombs. The 
tombs are the final resting place of thir- ' 
teen Ming emperors, but at present only ^ 

two burial chambers may be viewed. Two | 

exhibition halls constmcted above ground i 
house many of the jewels and artifacts 
recovered from the two excavated tombs. \ 
On the last night of their stay in Beijing, | 
tour members will gather at a local 
restaurant where they will experience a 
centuries-old delicacy — Beijing (Peking) 

Duck. The ancient cooking process is long 
and complicated. First the duck is scalded, 
coated with molasses, inflated with air 
and hung to dry for one to two days. Then 
it is slowly roasted over a fire of date, 
peach and pear wood until it is a tantalizing 
glazed, golden brown. The bird is sliced 
before the guests, who then dip the tender 
pieces in a sweet bean sauce and wrap 
them with green onion in paper-thin pan- 
cakes. What could be a more appropriate 
farewell? The following morning the 
group will return to Hong Kong for two 
more days of sightseeing before flying to 
San Francisco on June 30.

notes were never issued. Braun tells of his 
wartime experiences in Hong Kong and 
the circumstances of the printing of these 
overprinted notes. Also included in the 
book are the texts of many of the original 
documents relating to the event.

The cataloged material documents the 
sculptor's 214 locatable known works, 
from his early cameos and pencil draw- 
ings through and including his portraits, 
plaques, bas-relief pieces, architectural 
decorations and cemetery monuments 
and memorials. The sculptor's numis- 
matic works and designs are exceptionally 
well illustrated.
